pairing some gas pipes, and at the 
time of the accident were shoveling 
dirt fiom the ditch. Wiland, who was 
the most affected by the gas, said 
that he could see the fumes escap- 
ing from the pipes and felt himself 
growing weak. After he had straigh- 
eried up and gotten some air he said 
that he felt better and continued his 
work. The other two men were also 
slightly overcome by the fumes but 
were able to continue work. 


In a. shoit while the fumes weio 


seen to again escape from the pipes. 
Wiland said that all he lemcmbcrcd 
after that was seeing the other two 
men who were with him climb out of 
the ditch and run to the hydrant and 


turn the water on their heads. Wiland 
fell over In the ditch unconscious. 


Two Laiid boys who were working
